COMMENTS

Logan and Company (“Petitioner”), by its attorneys, hereby submits its Comments in
résponse to the Notice of Proposed Rule Making (“NPRM”) (DA 00-999), released May 5, 2000.

The NPRM proposes the allotment of FM Channel 255A to Hornbrook, California, as
that community’s first local aural transmission service.

The Petitioner hereby restates its intention to apply for the channel if it is allotted, and, if
authorized, to build a station promptly.

As previously noted, and as reported in the NPRM, Hornbrook is neither an incorporated
place nor listed in the U.S. Census as a Census Designated Place (CDP). However, Hornbrook,
with a population of 350 (according to the 1998 Rand McNally Commercial Atlas and Marketing

Guide), is nevertheless a community for allotment purposes.




Hornbrook has its own post office (Zip Code 96044), churches, a volunteer fire
department, a school and local businesses. Nevertheless, the NPRM requested Petitioner to
provide additional, and more detailed, information to demonstrate Hornbrook’s community
status.

It is well settled that community status may be demonstrated by objective indications or
by subjective evidence of how the local residents perceive the locale. Objective indications
include addresses for the community and businesses or organizations incorporating the
community’s name.

Of the three churches in Hornbrook, one, Hornbrook Community Bible Church, does
incorporate the community’s name. Attachment A is a copy of business cards, which include
those from business establishments such as Grandma’s Hornbrook Market and Hornbrook
éhevron. In addition, there is Hornbrook Grange #391.

A community has been defined as a geographical population grouping “with a sense of
unity and involvement in community concerns as shown by evidence that the residents function
as and conceive of themselves as a community around which their interests coalesce.” Mighty-

Mac Broadcasting Co., 101 FCC 2d. 303, 306 (1986) rev. den. FCC 86-127 (March 24, 1986).

Attachment B consists of statements from community residents, responding to the

question “Why do you consider Hornbrook to be ‘your Community’?”

Elden Cibart, the Hornbrook postmaster, cites such factors as the elementary school, the
fire department and the community water district. For Ethel Moore, who works with Community
Crime Resistance, it is a place with deep roots, where her husband grew up and where they plan
to retire. Ron Peters cites Hornbrook as the community in which he has been employed at two
grocery stores, the restaurant and the bar. As well, he has coached the little league and has seen

his three children graduate from the Hornbrook school.



Attachment C consists of letterheads from various Hornbrook organizations, including its
own Neighborhood Watch and the local office of the Siskiyou County Neighborhood Watch.
Included is a copy of the Application for Water Service, for the Hornbrook Community Service
District.

As noted in the Petition, the nearest population centers are Yreka, California
(approximately 20 miles south) and Medford, Oregon (approximately 30 miles north). While

Hornbrook may not be as isolated as Cal-Nev-Ari, Nevada, 14 FCC Red 17153 (1999), it needs

to be far more self-sufficient than the case of Seven Locks Broadcasting Co., 37 FCC 82 (1964)

(where the nature of the suburban communities, all with essential services provided by the
county, precludes a showing that they have an identifiable population grouping separate and
distinct from all others; licenses were granted).
Petitioner has more than met the current test for demonstrating community status.
Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that FM Channel 255A be allotted to Hornbrook,
California, as that community’s first local aural service.
